The President announced the posi- 


tion of the United States to he as fol- 
lows: 


No armed intervention.

To let every one in Mexico who as-

What causes the formation of the 


skin on the surface of boiled milk and 
of hot cocoa that is made with boiled 
milk?

He.it separates the lime and the 
casein, and the lime combines with 
carbonic acid from the air to form a 
thin film of carbonate of lime. This 
film supports the uudissolved casein in 
the milk as well as some coagulated 
albumen ami fat.

When John McCullocn (of Dic- 
tionary of Commerce fame) was ap- 
pointed comptroller of the stationery 
office in 1841, he discovered that the 
proceeds from the sale of government 
waste paper were divided among his 
subordinates, 
who thus more than 


doubled their official incomes. 
The 


new comptroller prohibited this prac- 
tice on the ground that all moneys de- 
rived from such sales belonged to the 
exchequer. Some of the officials dis- 
regarded this prohibition and contin- 
ued to sell waste paper and pocket the 
proceeds. When this came to the ears 
of McCulloch they were prosecuted for 
"systematic appropriation of public 
property." For many years past the 
stationery office bas made over £10,000 
a year from the sale of waste papers- 
London Mail.

Anoth- 
er curious building is a police station 
which is built within the braces of an 
oil derrick and for unique buildinge- 
•ertainly establishes a record.—Health 
Magazine.
